Election/Restrictions

with a driving means and a fixed clamping member. 

Group in, claim(s) 1, 2, 7-9, 13 and 14, drawn to the special technical feature of an arrangement 
with a driving means and an inclined surface. 

Group IV, claim(s) 1, 2, 10-14, 16 and 17, drawn to the special technical feature of an 
arrangement with a driving means and a second means arranged to clamp the rod in a second 
clamping location. 

Group V, claim(s) 21-25, drawn to the special technical feature of a method for clamping thin 
rods of glass or quartz having a diameter of 1 mm. 

Group VI, claim(s) 26-28, drawn to the special technical feature of a computer program.
